HIS  has  been  a  glorious  term  for  the  Berkeley  High  School — one  of 


achievement  in  spite  of  great  obstacles.    The  need  of  students  for 


gathering  the  crops  of  the  State  caused  a  late  beginning.  Then  the 
Spanish  influenza  closed  our  doors  for  five  weeks  and  played  havoc  with 
the  health  of  pupils  and  teachers.  Many  classes  were  disorganized  by 
our  efforts  to  advance  the  graduation  of  over  one  hundred  drafted  students 
in  order  that  they  might  enter  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps.  There 
was  every  opportunity  for  demoralization.  But  the  real  spirit  of  the  school 
showed  itself  as  never  before.  Teachers  and  students  together  put  forth 
the  necessary  effort  and  without  any  appearance  of  extra  strain  brought 
their  work  to  the  usual  successful  conclusion.  There  has  been  evident 
a  seriousness  of  purpose  differing  from  anything  that  has  been  here 
before.  Every  branch  of  school  work  has  prospered,  the  academic  as 
well  as  the  so-called  student  activities.  The  Vaudeville  and  the  Senior 
Play  have  been  produced  with  unusual  success,  and  the  Olla  Podrida 
appears  today  in  the  best  form  possible  for  these  war  times.  Athletics 
have  been  a  great  success.  When  the  school  changed  from  Rugby  to 
American  football  last  year  there  was  decided  uncertainty  as  to  our 
chances  for  doing  very  much  for  a  year  or  two  until  we  really  had  time 
to  learn  the  game.  Our  rivals  were  quite  willing  to  believe  that  Berkeley 
High  would  stay  in  the  background  for  some  time.  But  events  have 
proved  that  Berkeley  High  "pep"  is  an  ever-present  reality.  Our  team 
qualified  immediately  as  champion  of  the  North  Coast  Section  and  then 
defeated  Sacramento  of  the  Northern  Section,  thus  winning  the  champion- 
ship of  Northern  California.  If  the  South  had  not  been  prevented  from 
playing  altogether  because  of  the  Spanish  influenza,  it  is  quite  probable 
that  Berkeley  High  would  have  won  the  State  Championship  in  actual 
competition  the  first  year  of  its  playing  the  American  game.  All  honor 
to  this  group  of  students  who  did  a  piece  of  fine  work  exceedingly  well. 

The  real  spirit  of  the  school  as  a  whole,  however,  has  been  best 
shown  in  our  war  work.  There  has  not  been  a  moment's  relaxation  of 
effort — quiet,  unostentatious,  without  feverish  stimulation;  but  steady, 
sure,  and  dependable.  Every  member  of  the  school  is  imbued  with  a  sincere 
purpose.  We  are  Americans.  We  stand  for  American  ideals.  Where  our 
country  goes,  we  go  in  spirit,  if  not  in  body.  Our  boys,  past  and  present, 
over  six  hundred  in  number,  have  gone  into  active  service.  Seventeen  have 
already  given  their  lives  to  the  support  of  our  principles  of  freedom  and 
justice.  The  rest  of  us  are  just  as  ready  to  do  our  part,  whether  abroad, 
or  at  home.  The  gold  in  our  Service  Flag  is  an  emblem  of  the  valor  of 
our  heroes,  but  it  signifies,  with  equal  brilliancy,  the  loyal  devotion 
of  this  whole  high  school.

Even  old  Civics  has  been  met  and  conquered.  The  class  has  learned 
two  great  ideals  to  carry  on  as  they  go  through  life :  service  and  good 
citizenship.  These,  at  least,  old  B.  H.  S.  has  instilled  into  the  veins  of 
each  and  every  one. 

The  mighty  seniors  will  soon  be  Scrubs  again — Scrubs,  whether  in 
College  mingling  with  the  upper  classmen  and  again  showing  ignorance 
and  awkwardness;  or  in  the  wide  world  seeking  their  fortunes.  Pleasant 
memories  are  behind  and  the  class  goes  forth  with  prayers  that  the 
future  may  have  as  much  good  cheer  and  happiness  in  store  for  them  as 
they  have  enjoyed  here  in  old  B.  H.  S.  -  ..

War  cActiuities 


A FEW  DAYS  after  the  United  States  entered  the  war,  the  War- 
Time  Service  Fund  was  established  and  Berkeley  High  School, 
reorganized  on  a  war  basis,  started  in  earnest  to  do  her  part  to 
help  win  the  war. 

Today  the  war  is  won.  Let  us  see  how  Berkeley  High  played  her 
part  in  the  final  victory  of  democracy. 

SERVICE  STARS 

The  eight  hundred  names  on  the  Roll  of  Honor,  and  the  record  is 
not  yet  complete,  show  a  generous  contribution  of  young  manhood  from 
the  Berkeley  High  School.  These  boys,  seventeen  of  whom  laid  down  their 
lives  for  the  ideals  for  which  they  fought,  are  all  students,  or  graduates 
of  Berkeley  High.  Their  exploits  and  their  suffering  form  the  brightest 
page  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

When  the  armistice  was  signed,  there  were  ninety-seven  boys  in 
the  High  School  registered  in  the  draft  and  taking  special  training  for 
future  service. 

VACATION  WORK 

In  May  of  1917,  long  before  the  Boys'  Working  Reserve  was 
organized,  Berkeley  High  led  the  state  when  she  sent  a  unit  of  thirty 
boys  to  do  emergency  work  in  the  asparagus  fields.  Last  Spring  a  chapter 
of  the  United  States  Boys'  Working  Reserve  was  formed  here  and  two 
hundred  boys  enrolled.  Fruit  picking,  munition  making,  farming,  ship 
building,  and  many  other  industries  profited  by  their  labor. 

Working  independently,  thirteen  venturesome  girls  picked  fruit, 
while  a  number  of  others  engaged  in  general  farming,  fruit  canning,  and 
telephone  operating. 

RELIEF  WORK 

To  the  countries  devastated  by  the  war,  Berkeley  has  extended  the 
hand  of  mercy.  To  Belgium,  whose  heroic  defense  saved  the  day  for  the 
Allies,  Berkeley  High  has  given  $962  in  addition  to  many  warm 
garments  for  her  suffering  children.  To  France,  hundreds  of  knitted 
garments,  clothes  for  the  refugees,  scrapbooks  for  the  wounded  soldiers, 
toys  for  the  children,  and  $390  for  French  relief  have  been  given. 
Besides  this,  French  orphans  have  been  adopted  by  many  B.  H.  S. 
classes  and  advisory  groups.  To  Italy,  knitted  garments,  clothes,  and 
$200  for  relief  work  were  sent.  To  Serbian  Relief,  $50  was  contributed. 
To  the  Armenians  and  Syrians,  Berkeley  High  gave  more  than  $1100. 


THE  RED  CROSS 


To  the  success  of  the  Red  Cross  every  student  has  done  something. 
The  student  body  has  a  100%  membership  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross  and 
a  great  many  students  also  belong  to  the  Senior  Red  Cross.  The  work 
i^fiN3i?M^8^S^J'«^5>^:»^*F'lP^*     °f  every  department  has  been  turned 

at  times  to  Red  Cross  aid.  In  the 
shops  nearly  half  a  hundred  large 
packing  cases  were  made  and  the 
millwork  was  done  on  over  eight 
hundred  bedside  tables.  The  girls  of 
the  Domestic  Science  Department 
knitted  hundreds  of  garments  and 
children's  clothes,  made  hundreds 
of  property  and  bedside  bags,  and, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Red  Cross, 
during  the  influenza  epidemic, 
served  daily  meals  to  fifty  people. 
Many  girls  devoted  all  their  time 
to  nursing,  knitting,  and  doing  other 
important  work  for  the  Red  Cross. 
The  Art  classes  contributed  Pageant 
Posters  and  Easter  Cards,  while  the 
public  speaking  class  donated  many 
four-minute  speakers.  To  the  work 
of  the  Red  Cross  Berkeley  High 
gave  $2,478. 

FOOD  CONSERVATION 

When  the  Food  Administration  first  started  its  work,  every  student 
in  Berkeley  High  took  the  pledge  to  save  food.  To  save  food,  the  girls 
of  the  Domestic  Science  Department  planned  a  canning  campaign.  War 
gardens  were  planted.  From  private  homes  and  the  U.  C.  gardens, 
vegetables  and  friut  were  gathered  by  squads  of  B.  H.  S.  boys.  A  Jar 
Day  was  held  and  over  six  hundred  jars  were  collected  in  one  day.  The 
fruit  was  preserved  and  sold,  and  "Save  Food"  posters  were  made  and 
displayed  by  the  art  students. 

UNITED  WAR  WORK 

For  the  comfort  of  the  soldiers  over  eighty  pounds  of  candy  and 
five  hundred  books  were  sent  across  the  sea  in  addition  to  the  knitted 
garments  sent  through  the  Red  Cross.  Over  $3000  was  given  to  the 
organizations  represented  in  the  United  War  Work  Campaign. 


WAR  SAVING  STAMPS  AND  LIBERTY  BONDS 


The  students  in  the  Berkeley  High  contributed  directly  to  the 
success  of  our  soldiers  by  purchasing  War  Saving  and  Thrift  Stamps  to 
the  amount  of  $2,224  and  Liberty  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $75,000.

dim  recollections  of  hair  raising  stunts,  great  quantities  of  peanuts 


and  pink  lemonade,  elephants,  and  other  queer  animals.  Thus  it 
is  with  all  circuses  and  ours  of  Friday  the  thirteenth  was  no  exception 
in  regard  to  thrills  and  eats,  as  all  will  testify  that  were  able  to  scare 
up  the  necessary  two  cents. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  relate  all  of  the  wonders,  the  tragic 
melodrama,  the  mysteries  never  solved,  the  jazzy  music,  and  the  thrills 
that  were  seen  and  heard  on  that  never-to-be-forgotten  day.

GIRLS  PKtPTION 


THE  Girls'  Reception,  held  on  September  5,  was  a  big  get-together 
meeting  and  welcome  to  all  new  girls.  After  the  ninth  period  each 
new  girl  was  taken  in  charge  by  a  senior  and  escorted  to  the  gym, 
where  everyone  pinned  on  name  cards.  The  new  girls,  not  Scrubs,  had 
red  ribbons  attached  to  their  cards,  and  the  Scrubs,  of  course,  had  green 
ribbons.  When  each  Senior  had  seen  that  her  Scrub  had  met  everyone 
and  had  plenty  of  dances  taken,  the  Jazz  Orchestra  started  in  with 
"Smiles"  and  the  fun  began.  On  account  of  the  war  and  "high  cost  of 
living",  it  was  thought  best  not  to  serve  the  customary  punch  and  cookies, 
so  the  glasses  were  filled  with  ice-water  instead,  which  met  with  much 
popularity  as  it  was  very  cold  and  the  supply  unlimited.  At  the  end  of 
the  eighth  dance  the  floor  was  cleared  and  Kathryn  Hutchinson,  the 
president  of  the  Girls'  Association,  welcomed  the  new  girls  and  told 
them  some  of  the  things  she  hoped  to  accomplish  with  their  support.

The  suspension  of  the  U.  C.  Public  Speaking  League  did  not  dampen 
the  enthusiasm  of  Berkeley's  debating  club,  the  Forum.  It  has  met  each 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  during  the  advisory  period  in  the  auditorium. 
It  has  kept  its  debating  up  to  standard  in  order  to  be  ready  to  resume 
the  interscholastic  contests  as  soon  as  the  league  starts  again.  The  time

"The  curtain  rises  on  a  dark  black  stage  .  ,  .  ."

idea.  It  goes  without  saying  that  it  was  some  idea  and  also  some 
show,  but  for  those  poor  unfortunates  who  weren't  on  hand  and  for 
those  of  us  who  might  forget  the  tragic  moments  and  dazzling  starts, 
the  tale  is  now  retold. 

Mr.  Howard,  bank  president  and  financier,  borrows  a  sum  of  money 
in  order  to  help  out  an  old  friend.  This  sum  he  is  unable  to  repay  as  the 
friend  turns  out  to  be  a  crook.  His  health  is  ruined  by  the  strain  so  that 
he  is  forced  to  tell  his  son,  Dick,  of  his  troubles.  By  that  time  it  seems 
almost  too  late  to  do  anything  as  the  bank  examiner  is  due  in  three  days. 
Before  then,  if  the  family  is  to  be  saved  from  disgrace,  Dick  must  raise 
$22,000.  As  a  last  resort  he  remembers  a  life  insurance  policy  which 
his  father  had  given  him  that  would  just  cover  the  amount.  Bob  Caswell, 
much  against  his  will,  consents  to  help  him  and  together  they  plan  the 
scheme  by  which  his  death  will  seem  accidental.  At  the  critical  moment, 
when  everything  is  ready  and  the  friends  about  to  part  forever,  Elaine 
Foster  breezes  in,  upsetting  all  their  plans  and  making  a  lot  of  new  ones 
herself.  She  learns  of  Dick's  trouble  as  she  overhears  him  trying  to 
get  rid  of  the  paying  teller  of  the  bank  who  is  already  suspicious  that 
something  is  wrong.  Suddenly  she  has  an  idea — why  not  write  it  all, 
not  as  a  story  but  a  play,  that  will  be  really  and  truly  true.  Dick  takes 
her  up  on  it  so  they  start  in  at  once  writing  everything  just  as  it  hap- 
pened. When  Bob  arrives  in  the  morning  he  finds  that  Dick,  instead  of 
being  a  cold  corpse,  as  he  fully  expected  to  find  him,  is  writing  a  play! 

The  first  act  is  finished  and  Elaine  decides  that  what  the  play 
needs  is  some  heart  interest.  In  order  to  make  it  true  they  act  it  out 
themselves,  but  Dick  becomes  so  interested  in  the  loving  that  he  forgets 
he  is  only  acting.  When  Elaine  thinks  they  have  enough,  much  to  his 
dismay,  she  says  so  and  rings  up  Charles  Gilmore  in  New  York,  making 
an  appointment  to  read  him  the  play.

of  B.  H.  S.  to  represent  the  Student  Body,  and  to  help  decide  all 


questions  that  pertain  to  the  students.  The  present  Board  of  Control 
consists  of  two  girl  commissioners,  Marian  Woolsey  (Secretary)  and 
Isabel  Avila;  the  President  of  the  Student  Body,  Foster  Beaman  (Presi- 
dent) ;  the  three  boy  commissioners,  Harold  Woolsey  (Vice  President), 
Ulysses  Patchett,  and  Jack  Witter;  and  the  School  Auditor,  Mr.  Barthol- 
omew (Faculty  Adviser).  Ulysses  Patchett  and  Jack  Witter  were  elected 
to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  absence  of  Eldred  Rush  and  Louis  LeHane. 

The  Board  of  Control  meets  ever  Wednesday  during  the  third  period, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  considers  necessary,  to  carry  on 
the  work.  During  these  meetings  appropriations  are  considered  and 
authorized,  when  necessary.  The  present  Board  aided  in  planning  the 
circus;  acted  as  judges  for  the  Vaudeville  program;  worked  to  obtain 
the  use  of  some  lots  for  the  girls'  "gym"  work;  boosted  the  sale  of 
bonds  and  thrift  stamps,  and  have  helped  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  a 
new  school  for  Berkeley  High. 

The  Board  has  made  the  necessary  appropriations  for  the  Olla 
PoDRiDA,  athletic  supplies  and  equipment,  medical  supplies  and  pho- 
tography. These  demands  would  have  been  easy  to  meet  ordinarily,  but 
this  term  has  been  a  season  of  high  prices  and  heavy  demands  on  our 
funds.  However,  the  proceeds  from  the  different  activities  have  been 
contributed  to  the  War  Service  Fund.  Our  revenue  has  come  from  the 
sale  of  student  body  cards  and  from  the  gate  receipts  from  games. 


Girls^  Association 


ON  ACCOUNT  of  the  many  irregularities  of  this  term,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  carry  on  all  of  the  usual  activities  of  the  Association; 
but,  in  spite  of  this  fact,  some  definite  advances  have  been  made.  For 
the  first  time  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution,  regular  weekly 
meetings  of  the  Girls'  Council  have  been  held.

As  the  end  of  the  fall  term  draws 
near,  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  girls  of  Berkeley  High  School 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  help, 
given  in  every  way,  which  has  made  the 
work  of  the  Association  possible.

THE  fourteenth  chapter  of  the  Weekly  News  is  nearly  completed, 
after  a  term  of  varied  interruptions,  due  to  the  war  and  the 
influenza.  Since  the  Weekly  News  was  founded  in  1912  by  Arthur 
Earll  and  Edwin  Elam  (killed  in  action,  1918) ,  succeeding  editors  have 
worked  constantly  toward  a  more  interesting  and  a  better  paper. 

This  term,  demands  of  war  had  the  right  of  way  in  every  school 
activity.  When  the  War  Industries  Board  said,  "Save  paper  and  win 
the  war  by  conserving  the  paper  pulp,  war  chemicals,  and  the  man- 
power that  goes  into  paper",  the  Weekly  News  responded  by  cutting 
out  all  plans  for  expansion,  and  by  eliminating  large  margins  and  heavy 
weight  paper. 

At  the  same  time  every  effort  was  made  to  produce  a  better  paper. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  printing  department,  the  "make-up"  was 
improved.  The  policy  this  term  has  been  to  include  all  the  news. 
Frequently  lack  of  space  made  it  necessary  to  cut  important  articles  to 
the  bare  facts,  but  at  all  times  a  sincere  effort  has  been  made  to  print 
impartially  the  news  of  all  activities. 

Patriotism,  practically  expressed  in  paper  conservation,  has  been 
the  objective  of  the  Weekly  News.  Wartime  activities  of  the  school  and 
war  drives  have  been  played  up  prominently.  Editorial  and  advertising 
columns  have  promoted  the  spirit  of  the  unselfish  giving  that  has  marked 
the  war  work  of  Berkeley  High. 

To  the  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  shown  by  the  editorial  and 
managerial  staffs,  to  the  patience  and  helpful  suggestions  of  the  printing 
department,  and  to  the  ready  response  of  our  advertisers  in  the  face  of 
war  conditions,  we  owe  the  success  of  this  term's  Weekly  News.

HE  publishing  of  the  "Pod"  this  term  has  been  beset  with  difficulties 


that  have  at  times  seemed  insurmountable.    At  the  first  of  the 


term  many  said  that,  as  a  "non-essential",  the  "Pod"  should  not  be 
published.  Almost  unanimously  the  students  voted  to  have  it,  and 
here  it  is,  a  record  of  the  term's  events  and  the  war  activities  of  the 
Berkeley  High  School. 

The  first  problem  was  to  produce  a  book  that  would  conform  to  the 
government's  urgent  demands  for  stringent  conservation.  The  govern- 
ment regulations  required  a  reduction  in  size  from  previous  issues,  and 
the  "Pod"  responded  by  cutting  margins,  extra  pages,  and  all  features 
that  were  not  a  part  of  the  record  of  the  school's  activities.  Among 
these  we  note  with  sorrow  the  Josh  Section. 

Constant  "war  increases"  in  the  prices  of  paper,  printing,  and 
engraving  put  fresh  obstacles  in  the  way.  The  influenza  vacation  and 
the  return  to  school  with  artists,  writers,  and  printers  getting  the  "flu", 
and  with  several  changes  in  the  time  of  publication  made  a  constant 
revision  of  plans. 

Under  these  difficulties  our  work  would  have  been  hopeless  had  it 
not  been  for  the  ready  assistance  of  those  mentioned  below.  We,  the 
Editor  and  the  Manager,  desire  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  following  people :

Football 

WHEN  Berkeley  Hi  changed  from  Rugby  Football  to  American 
Football,  such  a  success  as  B.  H.  S.  has  had  this  season  was  not 
expected.  Berkeley  had  to  back  up  against  many  obstacles.  Several 
of  last  season's  veterans  did  not  return  to  school  and  the  fellows  were 
not  acquainted  with  the  new  style  of  play. 

To  offset  these  difficulties,  one  bright  light  shown.  That  light  was 
Coach  Hunt,  who  came  to  Berkeley  Hi  to  show  the  fellows  how  to  play 
American.  From  the  start  the  players  took  hold  of  the  new  game  as 
a  duck  does  to  water.  The  season  was  well  under  way  when  the  team 
had  to  discontinue  because  of  the  "flu"  vacation,  and  this  partially 
spoiled  the  season's  plans.  The  team  resumed  play  about  Thanksgiving 
time,  and  after  the  University,  Vocational,  and  Sacramento  games,  the 
Northern  California  honors  were  resting  at  Berkeley  Hi. 

THE  SEASON 

"Dummy"  Scrimmage 

The  first  outsiders  to  scrimmage  with  the  team  were  the  "Dummies" 
from  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  School.    They  were  the  first  to  score,  but  soon 


Berkeley  came  back  with  several  touchdowns  and  the  final  count  stood 
20  to  7,  with  Berkeley  on  top. 

Berkeley  27,  Tamalpais  0 

The  Tamalpais  Military  Academy  met  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Berkeley  Hi,  in  the  first  real  game  of  the  season.  Early  in  the  game 
Dick  Dunn  got  on  his  horses  for  a  40-yard  run,  and  scored  the  first 
touchdown.  Jack  Witter  then  went  over,  and  Dunn  again  scored.  The 
half  time  score  was  20  to  0.  In  the  second  half  Bill  Boies  crossed  the 
opponents'  line  for  the  last  score  of  the  day,  and  Tamalpais  went  home 
with  the  short  end  of  a  27  to  0  score. 

Berkeley  88,  Potter  0 

As  a  football  game  the  Potter  School  game  was  a  good  track 
meet.  The  Berkeley  team  scored  almost  at  will.  Fourteen  touchdowns 
were  scored  against  them.  Coach  Hunt  gave  the  whole  squad  a  chance 
to  show  their  wares  and  a  total  of  33  players  opposed  Potter.  Score 
88  to  0. 

St.  Mary's  Varsity  Scrimmage 

Berkeley  journeyed  down  to  St.  Mary's  to  scrimmage  with  the  fast 
St.  Mary's  Varsity  Team,  before  the  "flu"  overcame  Berkeley  Hi.  St. 
Mary's  succeeded  in  scoring  two  touchdowns  and  they  finished  up  with 
a  12  to  0  score  against  Berkeley.  The  team  got  many  pointers  from 
the  veteran  college  players,  which  they  used  to  advantage  in  the 
other  games. 

Berkeley  12,  U.  C.  Naval  Unit  6 

After  school  reopened,  Berkeley  took  on  the  Naval  Unit  Team 
from  the  University  and  walloped  them  12  to  6.  George  Bliss  crossed 
their  line  soon  after  the  play  began,  and  in  the  same  quarter  he  again 
scored  after  a  Naval  Unit  man  fumbled  the  ball.  The  third  quarter 
found  a  Navy  man  over  for  the  final  touchdown.  Score,  B.  H.S.  12, 
Naval  Unit  6.

Berke- 
ley scored  first,  when  Dick  Dunn  planted  the 
ball  over  University's  goal.  "Granny"  Siler 
converted.  University  evened  up  matters 
when  they  scored  and  kicked  a  goal,  making 
the  score  7  to  7. 

Berkeley  41,  Vocational  0 

Berkeley  overwhelmed  Vocational  Hi  by 
a  41  to  0  tally.  Dick  Dunn  scored  the  first 
two  touchdowns,  and  Durgin  also  tallied.  The 
second  half  found  Dunn,  Jack  Witter,  and 
Hughie  Christensen  over  the  line.  Siler  con- 
verted five  out  of  six  goals.

Berkeley  Hi  won  the  Northern  California 
American  Football  Championship  by  defeat- 
ing the  veteran  Sacramento  Hi  team  12  to  0, 
on  December  14.  The  team  went  into  the 
game  primed  for  a  good  fight.  The  fight  that 
they  were  expecting  was  there,  and  they 
went  as  they  had  never  gone  before.  As 
usual,  Dick  Dunn,  on  a  criss-cross  play, 
scored  the  first  touchdown.  Bill  Boies  scored 
the  other  touchdown  and  thus  Berkeley  won 
the  Northern  California  Championship.

HOUGH  this  semester  has  been  very  short  and  irregular,  girls' 


athletics  has  had  the  enthusiastic  support  of  a  great  many  girls. 
Never  before  has  such  an  amount  of  "pep"  and  interest  been 
displayed  as  has  been  seen  about  the  gymnasium  and  on  the  field. 
Physical  education  is  taken  by  every  girl  in  the  school  now  and  it  is 
the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  give,  not  only  corrective,  but  recreative 
work  as  well. 

Along  with  their  regular  work  many  girls  entered  into  the  fall 
sports  which  this  semester  were  tennis,  indoor  baseball,  and  basketball. 
The  teams  in  basketball  and  baseball  have  spent  many  hours  in  hard 
and  regular  practice  and  they  deserve  the  hearty  support  of  all.  Inter- 
class  meets  have  been  held,  and  January  is  the  month  set  aside  for  the 
tournament  in  baseball.  Tennis,  which,  it  is  safe  to  say,  is  the  most 
popular  of  girls'  sports,  did  not  receive  as  much  practice  as  usual,  but 
that  was  because  the  gymnasium  classes  found  it  necessary  to  hold 
classes  in  the  courts. 

Track,  swimming,  rowing,  indoor  baseball,  and  hockey  will  be  the 
spring  sports  and  with  the  hard  work  of  the  teams  and  the  interest  of 
all,  some  very  exciting  games  will  be  held. 

The  Girls'  Association  found  it  desirable,  because  of  the  growing 
interest  in  girls'  athletics,  to  amend  their  constitution,  adding  to  it  an 
athletic  section  whose  officers  are  chosen  by  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Girls'  Association,  while  the  heads  of  the  various  sports  are  elected 
by  the  Girls'  Athletic  Section.  Honors  will  be  awarded  to  the  girls  that 
gain  a  certain  number  of  points.  Points  will  be  given  in  hockey, 
basketball,  indoor  baseball,  tennis,  track  and  field,  fencing,  and  rowing. 
Dancing,  swimming,  hiking,  or  a  perfect  record  in  physical  education, 
will  also  be  among  the  activities  in  which  points  may  be  gained.  The 
Section  will  hold  regular  meetings  and  will  have  as  ex-officio  members 
the  teachers  of  the  department  of  physical  education. 

Athletics  for  girls  is  at  present  a  national  movement,  and  the  girls 
have  something  to  work  for  in  that  they  have  the  institution  already 
established  in  our  school.    The  girls  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  Miss 


Kelley,  Miss  Entz,  and  Miss  Somers  for  their  enthusiastic  and  untiring 
efforts  in  working  for  the  success  of  the  movement. 

The  newly  elected  officers  of  the  Athletic  Section  are :  Helen 
Maslin,  Chairman;  Edna  Wheeler,  Vice-chairman;  Elizabeth  Powell, 
Secretary.  We  know  that  under  the  management  of  such  competent 
girls  the  Section  has  started  well,  and  a  bright  future  is  expected.
